By the time you read this, we will have welcomed in the New Year and more importantly the end of the operating 
period for the ARRL DXCC Diamond Jubilee Challenge will have passed. Without a question the local champion in this 
event will be Jay, KAOSCFD. At Christmas time the Jubilee standings on the ARRL webpage show that during 2012, Jay 
has worked 206 countries from the 1937 based countries list. At about 20" place in the overall standings world-wide, I’m 
sure no one locally will be able to catch him by New Years’ Eve. Congratulations Jay on a very nice effort. I know 
others in the area were working in pursuit of the Jubilee award and if you did manage to work a minimum of 100 
countries from the Jubilee list, be sure to get your application in shortly after January 1. To make it easy to file the 
necessary forms, ARRL has an online application form which makes it very easy to input your QSO data and to submit 
the forms online. Arlyce and I did just that and we each had an acknowledgement back (noting corrections ARRL made 
to our data) within hours. Nice service and I understand the certificate is quite attractive. 

The winter time DX season is well underway and unfortunately due to the mild weather and more summer like patterns, 
the 80 meter band continues to be quite noisy most nights. I had been hoping to clean up my 80 meter DXCC this winter 
but so far on evenings when I have had time to be in the shack, the noise level has been quite high. Perhaps the New Year 
will bring better conditions. On the higher frequency bands conditions continue to be quite good with some days 
providing good signals even on 10 M. Lots of interesting activity despite the poor low band conditions. 

If you have ever wondered just how much money is spent putting on a major DXpedition, you will soon get the chance to 
find out. The Helenic Amateur Radio Association of Australia will soon publish a detailed financial report on their recent 
HLOHR operation from Campbell Island. The data will likely show just how expensive it is to get to a remote location 
and mount a sustained operation. Few DXpedition groups actually publish such accounting information and the 
HHARAOA report should be interesting reading. Perhaps it will help to motivate more DXers and DX clubs to 
financially support future operations. Keep an ear open for this report. 

Good news is on the way for users of the ARRL LoTW server. ARRL has committed funds to purchase new server 
hardware in an effort to speed up log processing. Right now at this very busy time of the DX season, the current 
processing backlog on LoTW is nearly 11 days with some 28,000+ logs waiting to be processed. It may be some weeks 
or several months before the new system is in place but hopefully once in operation the typical ongoing backlog will be 
significantly reduced. Fortunately the LoTW log processing backlog does not affect the processing of on line DXCC 
applications. I recently filed an online endorsement application and it was processed in a matter of a couple of hours.

All QSOs will be confirmed 
automatically via the bureau. Direct QSL requests go via HA8DD. 


ANTARCTICA, VP8. RD1AV is active from Vostok Base as RILANC until February 17. QSL via RNION. 


LESOTHO, 7P. JR1IZM is active as 7P8ZM from Maseru City in holiday style using CW, SSB and digital modes on 40- 
6 meters until January 15, 2013. QSL via JO1CRA. 


SEYCHELLES, $7. DC8QT is QRV as S79QT from Mahe, IOTA AF-024, until January 7. Activity is on 40 to 10 
meters using SSB, RTTY and PSK31. QSL to home call. 


PALAU ISLAND, T8. JHOIXE is QRV as T8CW from Koror Island using RTTY, PSK31 and JT65A on 160-6 meters 
until January 6. QSL via home call, bureau or direct. 


VIET NAM, XV. DDOVR and DE3BWR are active as XVOVR until January 4 from various islands. Activity is on 20 to 
10 meters using CW and SSB. QSL via DDOVR. 


INDONESIA, YB. YC9MLL is active from Flores Island until January 15. Activity is on 40, 20, 15 and 10 meters using 
CW, SSB, RTTY, SSTV and PSK31. QSL direct via DW1OXL. 


KOSOVO, Z6. LA4MIA is QRV as Z6/LA4MIA and operates on SSB only on 40, 20 and 15 meters. He will be in the 
fledgling nation until January 8. QSL via LA4MIA. S52DD, Dusan is QRV as Z6/S52DD on 40 through 10 meters on 
CW, SSB and maybe some RTTY. QSL via his 

home address. No bureau requests. QSLs will be answered after his return home in late April or May 2013. Miko, 
Z6/SP5CJQ, is QRV on all modes for the next several months. QSL via home call. (Note: the DXCC status of Kosovo is 
undetermined at this time. WFWL) 


TRISTAN DA CUNHA AND GOUGH ISLANDS, ZD9. ZS1KX is now active as ZD9KX from Gough Island, IOTA 
AF-030, until October. He has been reported active on the specific frequencies of 14175, 18145, 18155 and 21210 KHz. 
This may soon include being active on 7078 KHz. QSL via 

ZS6KX.
